He is expected to come 
here with all possible speed. 
The assassin of the king is an evil 
looking fellow, about. 40 years of age. 
On being arrested he refused to ex­ 
plain his m otive for the crime. 
He declared that his 
name 
was 
Aleko Schinas, and in reply to an 
officer, who asked him whether he 
had no pity for 
his 
country, 
an­ 
nounced that he was against govern­ 
ments. 
Schinas maintained a perfectly im­ 
passable demeanor, which was sug­ 
gestive of his being irresponsible for 
his actions. 
Precautions Jwere at once 
taken 
through the city and perfect order is 
maintained. 
King George was in his sixty-eighth 
year and had ruled fifty years. 
He 
was a brother of Queen Mother Alex­ 
andra, of England, and a son of the 
late King of Denmark. He was chosen 
king of the Hellenes in 1863 in suc­ 
cession to Otho I. 
A previous attempt was made to 
assassinate him in 1898, but was frus­ 
trated. 
King George was married in Octo­ 
ber. 1867, to 
Princess Olga, eldest 
daughter of the Grand Duke Constan­ 
tine of Russia, a brother of the late 
Emperor Alexander ll.
